Weather and Track Perfect, but the Latter Not Ex- 
pected to Be as Fast as Formerly — Harrison’s 
Horses — Eastman a Real Bargain Horse. 



Juarez, Mex., January 2. — As the present winter 
meeting of the Jocke” Club Juarez to ine beginning 
of a new year it is now thoroughly established that 
the season here will result in many horsemen pros- 
pering who heretofore, at least for several years, 
have not enjoyed auy too much prosperity on the 
turf. 

There are some horses winning here and re- 
peating as well that for a long time back have done 
little or nothing in the race winning line and thh 
is due in a measure to many races being condi 
Doiusl to keep out of the lields performers that 
would overshadow their competitors. 

When a young mare like liusy Edith can win in 
sixteen days’ racing four of her six starts, is looks 
like the Juarez course is a haven for turfmen to 
send their stables to if they would get winning 
revenue from their indifferent as well as their best 
ln»rses. At many other raeing points it frequently 
occurs that a number of stables never even win a 
single race. Here all have a chance to earn bread- 
money during the winter and, at the same time, 
give the members of their strings the benefit of 
spending the cold weather months in a climate 
mild as Indian summer up north. 

So far the weather here has been simply perfect, 
always sunshine and the air balmy as mid-spring 
time. There has been only one light rain ami that 
had little effect oil the resoiled track, only making 
it slightly off for a day or two. All the other days 
the going- has been safe and fairly fast, though as 
yet the tyurse this winter has at no time been as 
fast as it was last winter. It is not likely that 
any records will be broken this winter, but to offset 
this it is safe to predict that the percentage of 
horses racing here that go wrong will be small. 
The splendid cushion on the course at all times has 
made the Juarez track the talk among horsemen. 
Several prominent owners have been heard to re- 
mark that even if they did not race their horses 
another winter they would surely bring their stables 
here to get their charges ready for a spring and 
summer campaign. 

A. B. Ilarrison. who has a string of four horses 
at tiie Juarez track, and has in the gelding Prairie, 
another illustration of how inferior a horse can be 
as compared to its near relatives. When Prairie 
left Hamburg Place in Kentucky the fact that he 
was the produce «*f Passau, by Hamburg, turned 
keen attention to him. Passan had previously sent 
to the races two brilliant stake winners in Edward 
and Lady Winifred, and her first foal. Prince of 
Orange, was also a good winner. Prairie is a 
winner, but lie was three years old before be earned 
brackets and as a racer had cut little figure coin 
pared with the record made by his half-brother, 
Edward, or his half-sister. Lady Winifred. The 
latter in her two-year-old form won the Criterion 
and Zephyr Stakes, ran second in the Lynbrook 
Handicap and third in the Great I’illy Stakes and 
While Plains Handicap, earning at that age $15,215. 
while Edward as a two-year-old won the Grand 
Union Hotel and Flash Stakes and Burns Sweep- 
stakes, earning at that age $14,615, and was sold 
to go to England with St. Martin to run in the 
Derby of 1909. Witli Prairie a winner also credited 
to her. Passan takes high rank as a stud matron 
as in 1908 she foaled the fairly-good racer Alta 
inabn. which shows five of her first six foals as 
winners. 

|| Ilarrison also has in his barn in Forum anntlu 
remarkably well-bred gelding. Forum won as both 
a two-year-old and a three-year-old and is a brother 
to Hilarious, winner of $50,215 and a successful sire 
in tln> Oklahoma stud of J. L. Holland. Harrison 
other horses at the Juarez course are Miss Barn 
llarhor and tin* at times good horse Orlin Krlpp. 
The last named can always be relied on to pay his 
way at auv race meeting. 

Tom Hatfield surely got a bargain when lie picked 
up Eastman for a song, this now six-year-old geld- 
ing recently winning here in successive days two 
races at a mile, which he ran in 1:41% ami 1:40%, 
respectively. All told in 1915, Eastman has won 
six races and five of them at a mile. This geldin; 
was bred by J. L. Holland in Oklahoma and that 
turfman still owns his dain, Peggy. Iiujiose. a two 
year-old ill 1915 is also out of her. Eastman’s sire, 
John F., is now dead. He was a richly-bred horse, 
being a soil of St. Iseey — Australian Gold, by Ben 
dico. 

Though coming seven years old. Eastman has not 
been raced as severely as a number of horses now 
on the turf of a like age. While lie ran and won as 
a two-year-old. lie only started twice as a three- 
year-old and in no year has been over raced. He 
lias to dato a credit of eleven winning races and 
to all appearances is at present improving in his 
running every day. He is a rangy, good looking 
gelding, with a good turn of speed and can cover 
any reasonable distance of ground. 

Secretary Ed Jasper will arrange his condition 
ho* k of races all during the meeting after the first 
of the year so as to have at least three two-year- 
old races each week. There is an abundance of 
youngsters in training now at the track to secure 
good fields in all such kindergarten races. 

So far Conning Tower has an unbroken record at 
the Juarez track this winter and his five wins hav 
all lieen sparkling performances. Trainer Carroll 
Shilling has decided to race him but little more thh 
winter and soon after the first of the year will tern 
porarily turn him out of training, so that he will 
have a good rest before the time to ship him to 
Kentucky arrives next April for his spring and 
summer campaign in that state. 

Many good judges do not doubt that this son of 
the Futurity winner. Yankee, will be one of Ameri- 
ca’s greatest sprinters in 1916. He has constantly 
improved since a two-year-old when he twice raced 
unsuccessfully and in 1915 he won fifteen races and 
was in the money in nine of his other starts. Ilii 
Iasi three wins here were at seven-eighths in 1:2. 
five-eighths in 58%, and three-quarters in 1:12. in 
all of which races he had the worst of the weights, 
Ilis wins at Juarez before the New Year has placed 
him in the list of $5,000 winners of 1915, he having 
earned this year a total of $5,736. Conning Tower 
comes on the dam’s side from distinguished kinship 
He is from Okitau, by Planudes. which, like he 
noted son, was bred at Hamburg Place in Kentucky 
Ondurdis, bis grandam. a winner and by Kingston 
is a sister to Fatty, which produced the high-class 
two-year-old of 1903, Aristocracy, which won the 
Double Event. Saratoga Special, etc., and earned 
that year a total of $29,450. Fatty also produced 
Miss Granville, the dam of Little Nephew and Gold- 
nest Girl. Little Nephew bears the distinction of 
being the onlv horse that defeated Old Rosebud as 
a two-v ear-old. The next dam of Conning Tower 

was Skadi, which, won twelve races in her turf 
career and produced the winner of the United States 
Hotel Stakes and other good races in the speedy 
Skillful.

The success of Mr. Richard Croker’s Derby win- 
ner Orby. as a sire, must be distinctly gratifying 
to all American turfmen, for Orby is out of 
Kboda B., one of those splendid producing daughters 
of Hanover, and Hanover. 1 take it, is the greatest 
broodmare sire the turf world has known since the 
days of Gnlopin and Macaroni. No matter in what 
cointtry they may find themselves, these daughters 
of Hanover at once establish for themselves a 
reputation, as producers, second to none. Down 
iu Australia, Colline, W. H. Daniel’s dam, pro- 
duced a winner of the three-mile Australian Cup 
and Rlioda B., since her exportation to England, 
lias, besides tbe Derby winner Orby, become the 
dam of the One Thousand Guineas winner Rhodora 
anil also a number of lesser lights. Then again 
Crania is the grandam of of Mr. H. B. Duryea’s 
Derby winner Durbar II. and Hamburg, sou of 
Hanover, leads tbe winning broodmare sire list 
this year. Hanover, himself, though dead these 
sixteen rears, tills third place. 

I hardly think our breeders have yet quite come 
to understand and appreciate the excellence of 
these daughters of Hanover, and mares of Glencoe 
descent. However, the leader of the winning brood- 
mare stallion list, which will shortly he completed, 
should enable them to come to a better realization 
of the merit of all mart's which trace to Herod 
in tail male. 

According to the latest returns, Orby now stands 
seventh on the English winning stallion list, hav- 
ing sired eight winners of seventeen races wortli 
v;;;s 320. The best or his get are Diadumenos, win- 
ner of the Jubilee and Liverinwd Autumn Cup, and 
Ix»rd d’Abenum’s smart filly Eos.

Sportsman, the avowed high priest of Bruce Lowe- 
ism. has, discretely enough, so far ducked the 
subject of Orby’s success as a sire. Orby’s pedi- 
gree is by no means built up to coincide with the 
teachings of Bruce Lowe and his pedigree shows 
no less than eleven outside figures in his first 
thirty-two quaTterings, and Abd el Kader boasts 
no figures at all. 

•‘Vigilant,” also a member of the Sportsman’s 
staff, is, however, bolder. Here is what he writes 
of orby’s success: “Orby certaiuly does not bring 

relief through his sire, but tbe two No. 2 strains 
iu Orme’s pedigree are fairly remote. It is through 
Orby’s American-bred dam, however, that we get 
the needed outside crosses, for Rlioda B. is a No. 26 
family mare by Hanover No. 15, his sire Hindoo 
No. 24. and his sire Virgil No. 20. Then, again, 
Rhoda B.’s maternal grandsire Algerine belongs to 
the No. 25 family and his dam’s sire. Boston, to 
No. 40, while a little further back there are such 
other outside strains as 24, 15 and 27.” Shocking, 
is it not. that a horse so bred should attain to 
any distimtion as a sire? It is t lie same old story, 
over and over again — the out eross and balancing 
of the blood lines plan of mating. 

I am quite in accord with •‘Vigilant.” when he 
says “It is through Orby’s American-bred dam, 
(however, that we get tile needed out cross,” but 
“Vigilant” lias managed to overlook the important 
fact that Rhoda B. is of Herod descent and that 
her dam Margerine traces in tail male to Matcliem. 
How comes it t lint turf writers in general dis- 
regard the importance of the blending of the three 
great lines of Herod. Matehem and Eclipse, is 
altogether past my comprehension. Here is Orby’s 
pedigiee:

After naving scored four victories in as many starts 
since the opening of the Oriental l’ark meeting, he 
essayed a greater task in today’s handicap at one 
mile and a sixteenth and was again returned a 
winner. Brave Cunarder, from the Bed well stable, 
was an odds-on favorite for the race and failed to 
run to a place as a result of being cut off when 
entering the homestretch. 

II. G. Bedwell saddhsl the winner of the opening 
race in Indifferent, which led from start to finish. 
Sir Dyke was thought to have the second race at his 
mercy, but his measure was taken by Sordello, one 
of the outsiders. 

The greatly improved Nathan R., in accounting 
for the tiiird race over much better opposition than 
he had hitherto been meeting, called forth the lir-t 
runup of tiie meeting ami changed hands, going to 
G. A. Alexandra, whose Water Lily finished .-.erond, 
for $1,200, which represented an advenee of $700. 
Water Lily was not at her best this afternoon, for 
she showed soreness while going to the post.

A glance at Orme’s breeding shows that lie is 
top-heavy Eclipse and is deficient in Matehem blood. 
This probably accounts for Orme’s irregularity as 
a sire. Orme is, of course, the sire of two Derby 
winners in Orby and Flying Fox, but lie was by no 
means a regular sire. Winners great and small, 
good or bad. did not spring from his loins with 
the same precision that marked the efforts of a 
St. Simon, a Hermit or a Gallinule. Orme’s lack 
of Matchcm blood and his preponderance of Eclipse 
probably accounted for his rather erratic stud 
career, and his obvious mates were mares which 
supplied these strains close up, and in Rhoda B. 
he eneounterd one made to order, as it were. I 
have always regarded the Flying Dutchman (Herod) 
strain as the most potent factor in the make up 
of Galopin. far more so than his vaunted Black- 
lock descent, and Flying Fox was bred on the plan 
of returning the Galopin of his dam to the Galo- 
pin in the dam of his sire. Of course, the Black- 
lock of Galopin was a distinct out cross, for almost 
everything lie came in contact with, and Vedette, 
Galnpiu’s sire, was a most superior race horse, 
though possessing nothing like the class of the 
magnificent Flying Dutchman. 

“The Druid,” the most versatile, entertaining 
and comprehensive writer tiie turf world ever knew 
and “The Druid’s” opinion of the merits of “The 
Dutchman” was the opinion of the turf world of 
England of that dav and time and it is largely to 
the return of this Dutchman blood that the excel- 
lence of Flying Fox must be attributed. It also well 
enough to remember that Flying Fox scored bis 
greatest success off the Herod mare Annie by Clam- 
art. dam of Ajax and Adam. 

I suppose we all have our own special likes and 
dislikes and I at once plead guilty to a partiality 
for the Flying Dutchman strain, of which blood. I 
may mention incidentally. Air. Madden’s recent 
purchase. Pataud has no less than three crosses in 
ids thirty-two quarterings. 

Diomed, Glencoe, Bonnie Scotland and Australian 
are. as I wrote you last winter, four of the 
greatest stud horses ever imported into the United 
States. Each and every one of them finds a place 
in t he make up of Orby’s dam Rhoda B. Bonnie 
Scotland is the sire of Bourbon Belle. Hanover’s 
dam. Hanover is also a tail male descendant of 
Glencoe, by way of Vandal, and another Vandal 
cross is introduced by Ella D. Diomed comes in 
through Lexington, sire of Florence, Hindoo’s dam, 
and Boston also runs to the first winner of Eng- 
land’s greatest classic, and Australian is 
represented by Algerine, sire of Margerine, grandam 
of Orby. 
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Bar the obscure origin of Abd el Kader, nothing 
much better could lie asked for in tbe way of a 
pedigree than that possessed by Orby. especially 
by a stallion whose English and Irish-bred mates 
must necessarily be top-heavy Eclipse and it is 
certain as anything can well Ik*, that British 
breeders of bloodstock will live to regret their in- 
difference to the decay of the lines of Matehem and 
Herod. Orby’s tabulated pedigree shows him to 
be a memlier of the extreme outside family No. 
26. but it is well enough for students and others 
who take an interest in the successful breeding of 
bloodstock to remember that only forty-two mares 
were returned for this family in Volume XVIII 
of the English General Stud Book. Yet from this 
small family come the Derby winners Orby and 
Coronation, the Oaks winners Teetotum and Au- 
gusta. tiie St. Leger winner Knight of St. George, 
three w inners of the Two Thousand and two of the 
oho Thousand Guineas. 

Besides these there is Bill of Portland, which 
was sent, in his early days, to Australia, there to 
become the sire of Malster. Bobadil and Merriwee. 
Bill of Portland became such a phenomenal suc- 
cess as a sire in the land of his adoption that he 
was afterwards re-purcliased. to spend the re- 
mainder of his days in the land that gave him 
birth. Rhoda B.’s brother. The Commoner, was 
a race horse of renown and afterwards became the 
sire of many a good winner, notably Mr. George 
Hendrie’s Great Britain. Margerine’s daughter. 
Margerique, produced that flyer Nasturtium, and 
this year we have that good colt Sand Marsh, 
which traces to this same immediate brauch of the 
No. 26 family. 

Of late years we have seen St. Frusquin’s son 
Fortunatus, a No. 35 horse, sire a Melbourne Cup 
winner in Posinatus. Barealdine, though a mem- 
ber of tbe No. 23 line, was never defeated and got 
Sir Visto. Alimi and The Rush, and became the 
sire of the dams of Malster, Mountain King. Voter. 
Sain and Perth. Families numbers 9. 10 and 16 
are the equals if not the superiors in point of merit 
to any to be found in any stud book, and but 
for tbe comprehensive manner in which “Breeding 
Race Horses by The Figure System” enables us 
to classify the different families and the various 
branches of these various families. I am of the 
opinion that no good has come from tiie publica- 
tion of Bruce Lowe’s work. I, therefore, despite 
the outside figures, which appear in his pedigree, 
predict a continuance of the success which marked 
Orby’s early efforts as a sire, and hope to see 
him, in time, give ns something as good as he 
was himself. 



WHITNEY ENTRIES IN BIG HANDICAPS. 

It is quite noticeable that, notwithstanding its 
wealth of horses, the Whitney stable is represented 
in the two great handicaps of the Belmont Park 
spring meeting, the Metroi>olitan at a mile, and the 
Suburban at a mile and a quarter, by but three 
horses, the same three being nominated in each 
case. The veteran of the trio is Borrow and the 
other two are the bred in England three-year-old 
colts Clappefbill and 'Chicle. 

There is something significant in this. So far as 
Borrow is concerned, his form is public property 
and, splendid old warrior of tbe race track that 
he is. he is getting along in years and sure to be 
placed next to Roamer in the matter of high 
weight. Under the circumstances lie could hardly 
be relied on confidently to win either of the big 
races and it is a plain inference that the two 
three-year-olds will be depended upon by the stable. 
It is also a suggestion that they have impressed 
trainer Rowe more than favorably. 

After he was brought over from England Clapper- 
bill was entered in stake races at Laurel, but bo 
was not started. There was a story current to the 
effect that be had shown in private that he could 
beat anything of his age in the stable, so it was 
decided not to expose his form in Maryland racing. 
This may or may not have been true, but there is 
one certainty attaching to Clapperbill and that is 
that so far as he raced in England he had no su- 
perior there. In his last race there, the Norfolk 
Two-Year-Old Plate, at Newmarket, May 11, he 
carried 131 pounds and won with great ease at 
five-eighths of a mile in 1:00%,, defeating I.iserb 
Sure and fourteen more. One of the unplaced ones 
was Figaro, which, afterwards came to he con- 
sidered aliout the best colt of his age in England. 
There is good reason to think that Clapperbill is 
to show us what a really high-class English three- 
year-old is like and the manner of his running. 

So far as Chicle is concerned, it is enough to say 
that lie Is a Spearmint and the Spearmints are not 
precocious; but are horses that improve over their 
two-year-old form and are notably stayers. Chicle 
won two of his four races last year, taking a purso 
at Saratoga and the Champagne Stakes at the Bel- 
mont Park fall meeting. In this he ran seven- 
eighths of a mile in 1:24% and defeated Air Man, 
Whimsy, Friar Rin k. Slipshod. Kilmer and Churchill 
with ease, carrying 112 pounds. From the prefer- 
ence awarded him in the two big handicaps, ho 
must have thriven and improved greatly after his 
retirement from his short racing campaign. His 
dam is that splendid Hamburg — Lady Fri voles filly 
which, in her two-year-old days, won for herself 
the distinction of being considered the best filly of 
her age in England. Lady Frivoles is a St. Simon 
mare and Chicle is well enough bred to do anything.

AUSTRALIAN RIDER’S GREAT RECORD. 



Robert Lewis, who this year rode his second Mel- 
bourne Cup winner, lias a remarkable record as a 
rider. He lias been before tbe public for many 
years. He is one of the oldest, as lie is one of the 
mast respected, of Australian jockeys. Lewis (says 
the Melbourne Argus) is a vigorous finisher, and he 
has shown us nothing better than his finish o;i 
Patrobas in the Melbourne Cup. He lias previously 
ridden a winner of the event in The Victory. Iu 
all. he has had nineteen Melbourne Cup mounts. 

A race in which lie has been extremely successful 
is the Victoria Derby, of which he has ridden the 
winner on six occasions, viz., in 1900 (Malster), 
1901 ( Ilautvilliers). 1904 (Sylvanite), 190S (Alawa). 
1912 (Wolawa). and 1914 (Carlita). He won iho 
Champion Stakes on La Carabine in 1901 and 1902, 
on Emir in 1904, and on Radnor in 1914. He has 
ridden five Oaks winners (Thunder Queen, Sweet 
Nell. Moe, Mint Sauce and Carlita), one Maribyr- 
nong Plate winner (Finland), three Stamlish Han- 
dicap winners (Sinnang, Miss Bobby and Berry Con- 
sols), four Bagot Handicap winners (Lochaber, The 
Bride. Annotate and Orvieto). 

He has also ridden one Newmarket Handicap win- 
ner (Desire i, five Ascotvale Stakes winners (Hautvil- 
liers. Emir. Charles Stuart, Wolawa and Two), two 
Victoria Racing Club St. Leger winners (Wolawa 
and Orvieto). two Caulfield Guineas winners (Sweet 
Nell ami Booran). two Futurity Stakes winners 
(Sir Leonard and Eudorus). two Williamstown Cup 
winners (Battalion and Demas), two Al**onee Valley 
Cup winners (Clean Sweep and Charles Stuart), 
three Australian Jockey Club Derby winners (Malt- 
ster, Ilautvilliers and Sylvanite). one Australian 
Jockey Club Metropolitan winner (Duke Foote), five 
Australian Jockey Club St. Leger winners (Clean 
Sweep, Emir. Cadonia. Wolawa and Radnor), one 
Australian Jockey Club Champagne winner (Two. 
in 1915). two Adelaide Cup winners (Eve Glass, in 
1911 and 1912), three South Australian Jockey Clnb 
Derby winners (Thunder Queen, Tiercel and The 
Greek), four South Australian St. Leger winners

SUSPENSIONS INFLICTED LAST YEAR. 

A good many people connected with racing as 
owners, trainers and jockeys hltve never read the 
rules of racing and vaguely regard them as disagree- 
able things to be evaded when occasion arises. This 
curious attitude naturally finds little favor with 
officials whose duty it is to enforce observance of 
the rules, the net result being clashes that end in 
the administration of penalties ranging front fines 
to suspensions. Aside from ruling off, suspensions 
are the severest and most dreaded form of turf dis- 
cipline. However, every year brings its crop of 
suspensions and 1915 was no exception to the rule.

Death gathered his customary toll in 1915 from the 
ranks of those who make the turf a successful in- 
stitution.

THOROUGHBREDS WHICH DIED IN 1915. 

Quite the most eminent American horse claimed 
by death in the year 1915 was the celebrated racer 
am! Stallion, Hamburg. Just as Hanover was Hin- 
doo’s best son. he was Hanover's best sou. Some 
of his feats in racing are subjects of discussion 
and inquiry to this day. as, for instance, when he 
carried 135 pounds and won the Great Eastern Han- 
dicap of three-quarters of a mile straight at Sheeps- 
head Bay and beat thirteen good opponents easily 
in 1:10%. He was a successful sire. One of his 
best daughters, the great race mare, Hamburg 
Belle, was also among those called away. She was 
the Futurity winner of 1903. Horses of importance 
recently in active racing which also passed on were 
High Private, Rudolfo, Princess Callaway. Meet- 
ing House. Little Father and the three Joes, Joe 
Deibold, Joe Morris and Joe Stein. Of these High 
Private was best as a race horse and in his highest 
estate was quite competent to cope successfully with 
the best of his time. In Abe Frank, another good 
son of Hanover died. Better placed in respect to 
access to high-class broodmares, lie would probably 
have attained a great name as a sire. The suc- 
cessful sire Mazagan was a premature loss. In 
fact to all appearances he. Abe Frank and Ham- 
burg all had years of usefulness due them when 
suddenly made victims of the iuerring aim of the 
unsparing archer.
